ZIGLAR'S ATTORNEYS CALL JUDGE TO TESTIFY 


Crawley served with subpoena

During a motion hearing in which 
12th, Judicial Circuit Judge John 
Crawley was being asked to recuse 
himself from the Ziglar case, he was 
served with a subpoena to testify in 
the matter, 

The subpoena, acquired by Zi- 
lar's court appointed attorneys, 
tafford Pittunan and Rodger Bran- 

num, was served by Coffee County 
Sheriff Brice Paul as the judge set on 
the bench during a short recess in 
Friday afternoon's hearing. 

Ziglar's attorney's had argued for 
more than an hour that the trial judge 
could be called to testify even if the 
testimony was to be given in a hear- 
ing being presided over by himself. 

Judge Crawley did not object to 
his being called as a witness, but he 
stated that he could not and would 
nol give testimony in his own court. 

“You would be putting me in the 
position of determining whether or 
not I was telling the truth,” said 
Crawley.

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Holley reflects on legislature's positive actions

According to Representative Jim- 
my Holley, a confrontation between 
Governor Guy Hunt and the state's 
legislative bodies was not the only 
outcome of the legislature's last ses- 
sion. In an interview last Thursday, 
August 29, Holley reported that the

session produced some positive 
points as well as the more publicized 
issues, the education and general 
fund budgets. Among those points 
was the passage of a bill titled For- 
ever Wild. This bill gave funding to 
acquire special lands and endangered 
areas unique to Alabama such as the 
Gulf shores, swamps, and mountain 
areas. Another bill, one that Repre- 
sentative Holley was instrumental in 
passing, involved the proposed crea- 
tion of a Watershed Management 
Authority, The Corps of Engineers, 
who built and regularly inspect the 
levee around the City of Elba will 
conduct a study to investigate wheth- 
er the areas of the Choctawhatchee 
and Pea River Basins warrant a state 
agency to oversee control and main- 
tenance. Among other areas of du- 
ties, the Authority would work with 
the Corps to try to improve the quali- 
ty and quantity of drinking water in 
the region. According to Holley, 
only a percentage of local land is be- 
ing irrigated to its potential. This 
Authority would assist the counties 
in implementing more effective irri- 
gation, The Authority would not 
only contribute to these facets, but 
become involved in recreational ac- 
tivities as well, 

Holley stated that the disagree-

over the more publicized of bills, the 
General Fund Budget, concerned the 
method by which the legislature 
would financially maintain — state 
agencies. He stated that due to the 
downturn in the economy, two alter- 
natives exist. The first was to Stay 
within the limits of the state's funds. 
The second was to raise taxes. Both 
houses chose the first alternative and 
passed a General Fund Budget, 
which Governor Hunt in turn vetoed. 
In addition, he used the line-item 
veto, which is not constitutional ac- 
cording fo the constitution of the 
State of Alabama, on certain aspects 
of the Education Budget, as passed 
by both houses. 

A case against the veto was filed 
August 21 in Alabama circuit court. 
Although Holley said that he does 
not anticipate a decision from the 
courts before the special session's re- 


convening date, September 9, the 
legislature can ask the state Supreme 
Court for an advisory opinion. The 
court does not have to comply with 
this request, but it would aid in pass- 
ing a budget suitable to constitution- 
al and economical limits. A special 
session, which can only be called by 
the governor and must pertain to a 
certain issue. Special sessions can 
last up to 12 legislative days or 30 
calendar days. A simple majority is 
required from both houses to pass 
the issue at hand, But an issue not in 
the realms of the one called to spe- 
cial session requires a two-thirds 
vote, This special session was called 
to pass a General Fund Budget over 
or in accordance with Governor 
Hunt's veto. 

Those areas that Governor Hunt 
felt were not given enough attention 
or funding in the General Fund Bud- 
get included the Public Safety Com- 
mission, Emergency Management 
Agency, Department of Corrections, 
and Governor Hunt's own contingen- 
cy fund, a fund that gives the Gov- 
emor resources to use al his discre- 
tion. ; 

Representative Holley said that 
he did not feel that either house was 
overly determined to pass the budget 
over Gov. Hunt's veto. He pointed 
out that when a $1.3 billion budget 
has been whittled down to the apend- 
ing of several million dollars, there 


is no room for small disagreements. 

One issue of particular interest to’ 
Representative Holley's constituents 
in Elba concerns the State Emergen- 
cy Management Agency. As Repre- 
sentative Holley communicated to 
the Clipper previously, he was not 
notified of the absence of language 
in the budget which would include 
the allowance of appropriation for 
the EMA. (No fixed amount of mon- 
ey is allocated, only the languags tc 
include the allocation of money if 
and when the need arises.) He stated 
that he had spoken with members of 
the Budget Committee and that they 
agreed with him that this language 
would be appropriate to include in 
the anticipated budget. 

The subject of proration is not a 
new one to state educators and Rep- 
resentative Holley said that again 
there were two alternatives to solve.’ 
the issue. The first was to raise tax- 
es, The second would be to allow the 
economy to control the funding. As 
more goods are produced and 
bought, more taxes are paid. When 
the economy is stimulated, so is the 
amount of taxes due to schools. Hol- 
ley said that the first alternative was 
not considered. Therefore, the econ- 
omy will be the deciding factor in 
how long public schools will suffer. 
Holley explained that either of the

legislature's choices would cost tax- 
payers, however the second seems to 
affect pocketbooks less, To counter 
the cuts due to proration, Holley 
named a number of measures state 
universities were taking to save 
money. Restricted faculty and ad- 
ministrative travel, cuts in new 
equipment purchases, no salary in- 
crease, and limited hiring were in- 
cluded, 

Representative Holley said that 
while he supported the initial high- 
way bill that came before the House, 
he was less in favor of the following 
bill that included the large bond is- 
sue. When asked how U.S. Highway 
84's final route would affect his sup- 
port or lack thereof of the highway 
bill, he said that of course he hoped 
to see U.S, 84 serve the population 
and construction needs of the most 
of his constituents. 

Holley explained that though the 
stale government “shuts down” if no 
budget has been passed by October, 
the beginning of a new fiscal year, 
the state would operate according to 
the present 1990-91 budget. 

The reapportionment issue that 
will be the subject of a later special 
session is a routine matter. This will 
take place on the federal as well as 
the state level, Holley said that both 
the U.S. and the State of Alabama 
Constitutions require routine reap- 
portionment, or the proportionate di- 
vision of voter districts according to 


populations, thus deciding the num- 
ber of representatives for a given 
area. 
Holley anticipates other specig 
sessions. He noted that some people 
believe that since Governor Hunt 
had vetoed some such minor items 
as he has in the education budget the 
court's interpretation may be that the 
whole education budget had been ve- 
toed. He explained that if this is the 
jnterpretation of the courts, the pub- 
lic could be confused by the presen- 
tation and passing of an education 
budget. This would be the same bud- 
get passed last session, being re- 
passed as a type of formality. 

Though he offered informative 
facts and opinions, Représentative 
Holley can no more answer many 
questions than can any of us. The fu- 
ture holds the answers... and the spe- 
cial sessions.

Smith said, “Whether or not the 
judge is bias or prejudice is the only 
matter before this court today?” 

Pittman's response to Smith's ac- 
cusation was, “We're not trying to

back door anything!” 


Crawley, after being served the 


subpoena to testify, said that he 
would not rule on any other motions 
pending in this case until the de- 
fense's motion for him to recuse is 


settled. 

He further stated that another 
judge would have to be appointed by 
either the 12th Judicial Circuit 
Court's Presiding Judge Gary McAli- 
ley or by the state's Administrative 
Officers of Courts to hear his testi- 
mony. 

A motion for a new trial had been 
scheduled for hearing on Friday, 
September 6, but will not be heard 
until the above matter is resolved. 

Judge Crawley was assigned to 
hear the Ziglar case after he was ap- 
pointed by Governor Guy Hunt to 
serve the remainder of Judge Riley 
P. Green's term. 

Judge McAliley and Judge Terry 
Butts had both recused themselves 
from presiding over the Ziglar trial. 

Ziglar was found guilty of the 
lesser charge of manslaughter in the 
January 30, 1990 shotgun slaying of 
Edward Lamar Kelley. The original 
charge and grand jury indictment 
against Ziglar was for murder. 

The trial was held last June with 
Judge Crawley presiding. 

Ziglar remains free on $300,000 
bail pending the outcome of his ap- 
peal presently before the Alabama 
Court of Criminal Appeal.

By the time you read this, I will 


The governor says that the budget 


be getting ready to go back to Mont- 
gomery to consider another version 
of the state operating budget. 

As you know, Governor Hunt ve- 
toed the $802 million spending plan 
approved by the Legislature and has 
called a special session, which be- 
gins September 9, I asked the gov- 
ernor to allow the budget to become 
law because we had spent countess 
hours trying to writhe a spending 
plan we thought adequately funded 
Slate government with existing tax 
dollars, 

The governor, however, did not 
listen, Instead, he rewrote the state's 
history books and became the first 
governor in memory to veto a state 


budget. 


His veto puts us back at square 
one. It means that all the hours nego- 
tialing with department heads, legis- 
lators and, yes, members of the gov- 
ernor's own staff, were wasted. It 
also puts the Legislature in time 
crunch, Alabama law prohibits the 
state from operating without a bud- 
get, and the current one expires Sep- 
tember 30, 1991. If we do not ap- 
prove a new budget before then, we 
will be forced to drastically curtail 
slate services. 

1 am committed to putting my 
best foot forward and trying to work 
with the administration. The last 
thing I want - and certainly the last 
thing the state needs - is to stop ser- 
vices because we don't have a bud- 
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we approved cuts too deeply into ap- 
propriations for prisons, state troop- 
ers, mental health and his own dis- 
cretionary, or pork account. 

I wish there had been more mon 
ey. But, we knew that times were 
tough when we started the regular 
session back in April. Unfortunately, 
times have not improved. We still 
expect to collect about $20 million 
less in taxes next year. The state can 
not spend more money than it col- 
lects and when tax revenues decline, 
we simply have to either cut some- 
one's budget or raise taxes. 

The governor's latest proposed 
budget shifts millions of dollars pri- 
marily from health and human ser- 
vice agencies into prisons, public 
safety, mental health, and his discre- 
lionary account, All that does is rob 
Peter to pay Paul. But, Peter doesn't 
have any money either - and you 
can't squeeze blood out of a turnip. 

I want to help solve this crisis, 
but it is not going to be easy. Any 
way we write this budget, some 
agencies are going to suffer because 
there is not enough money to fund 
necessary services, There is no per- 
fect answer to this financial dilem- 
ma, Regardless of what we do. 
someone is going to be unhappy. 

During the next few weeks, I am 
going to have to make some tough 
choices, Please stay in touch, I need 
your suggestions and support.

Mrs. Jinright and Mrs, Grant share an equipment 
room.

Conquering Clutter 


COMPOSTING BASICS angela Hughes -County Agent 


About 20 percent of the 2.6 mil- 


lion tons of solid waste produced an- 
nually in Alabama is composed of 
lawn and garden wastes such as 
grass clippings, shrubbery trim- 
mings, leaves, tree prunings, garden 
plant debris, and kitchen waste. That 
is a lot of junk contributing to the 
swelling of our landfills beyond ca- 
pacity. Some landfills have even 
been forced to close. The scope of 
the waste disposal problem could be 
significantly reduces through com- 
posting. Home composting is an en- 
vironmentally sound method for 
waste disposal. 

Much of your home, yard, and 
garden waste can be eliminated by 
composting. Composting in the 
backyard may sound like a disgust- 
ing and foul-smelling process, but 
with a few simple steps and a little 
care a compost pile can be non- 
offensive. 

Composting can be done in bins 
made of wire, wood, concrete block, 
or simply in a pile. Many garden 
suppliers market various composting 
units, 

In some ways, composting is like 
gardening except instead of manag- 
ing factors promoting plant growth, 
the gardener is controlling the fac- 
tors influencing microbial break- 
down of plant matter, For the most 
efficient composting. the microor- 
ganisms doing the work need the 
right balance of air, water, carbon, 
nitrogen, and temperature, 

AIR--The compost pile must ei- 
ther be built to allow air w diffuse 
into the center of the pile or it must 
be tumed over periodically (once 
every 3 to 4 weeks), Lack of oxygen 
in the compost pile can result in of- 
fensive odors. 

WATER--Microorganisms need 
water to survive and function. If the 
compost is moist but not dripping 
wet if squeezed, the moisture content 
is about right. 

RATIO OF CARBON TO NI- 
TROGEN.--Grass clippings have a 
greater amount of nitrogen than 
wood chips, which are high in car- 
bon, Increase nitrogen and decompo- 
sition speeds up, but oxygen is also 
used up more quickly and the pile 
must be turned more often, 

If more woody wastes are added, 
decomposition slows down because 
of slowed microbial growth and oxy- 
gen is depleted less sléwly, so the 
compost pile will have to be turned 
less often. 

TEMPERATURE--As_microor- 
ganisms decompose plant material, 
temperatures rise. At tempefstures 
above about 140 degrees, the micro- 


pile will help ensure a greater popu- 
lation of these decomposers, 


CONQUERING CLUTTER, 
FASTER, EASIER CLEANING 

A house that's full of clutter won't 
look clean even if all is spotless un- 
derneath. And even the most routine 
housekeeping chores will take longer 
if everything is in disorder. Here are 
some ups for conquering clutter: 

Take advantage of the hidden 
spaces in the home. Utilize under the 
bed areas with boxes or storage 
drawers. For easy access, choose 
ones on castors. Don't forget the 
back of the closet doors. They're per- 
fect for shoe bags or wire grid sys-

CLEANING CAST IRON 


Cast iron has been used for mak 
ing cookware for centuries and con- 
tinues to be popular.

_Cast iron cookware requires han- 
dling that differs from that used for 
other materials. It is generally pre- 
seasoned, and to avoid removing the 
Seasoning, do not scour the interior 
of the utensil, do not soak for a pro- 
longed time, and do not wash in an 
automatic dishwasher, Instead, wash 
by hand in hot Sudsy water; rinse 
and dry. Dry pans briefly over heat 
on the range to prevent rusting from 
moisture, 

Sometimes, seasoning may be 
necessary, Coat the pan with unsalt- 
ed fat or cooking oil, Heat the pan in

Velvetbean Caterpillars In Peanuts 
Richard Petcher-Assistant County Agent 


Being able to correctly identify 
the worms you have in your peanuts 
and knowing how to treat them can 


save you big bucks. The foliage 
feeding worms that we have had this 
summer have been the corn ¢ar- 
worms, fall armyworms, loopers, 
and velvetbean caterpillars, The vel- 
vetbean caterpillar is the primary 
worm that we have out in our peanut 
fields at this time. This worm is easy 
to spray, is easy to kill and can be 
sprayed with either 3 oz, of ASANA 
or Sevin, This worm usually has an 
orange head and is green with stripes 
on it, The young stage of the vel- 
yetbean caterpillar inches along or 
loops when they move across plant 
foliage. As the caterpillar grows 
larger it loses its looping action. 
When you touch the rien caterpil- 
lars, they tend to jump allover, 
Be sure that you correctly identify 
which worm you have before spray- 
ing as there is quite a bit of differ- 
ence in the cost of the chemicals you 
need for different worms, I am see- 
ing different levels of these worms 
in each field. In most peanut fields 
the ‘level of worms is below the

threshold of 4 to 6 worms per row 
foot. In some fields the worms have 
been there but have already cycled 
out. In other fields the worms never 
cycle out and sometimes reach the 
damaging levels where it definitely 
pays a grower to spray. 

I recommend you scout your pea- 
nut fields every 4 to 5 days to keep a 
check on these worms. It is especial- 
ly important to scout just prior to 
digging your peanuts for the velvetb- 
ean caterpillar. Once you invert your 
peanuts, these worms love to feed on 
the peanuts and pegs. They have 
been known to ruin an entire peanut 
crop within two days after digging.

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Judge denies Ziglar a new trial

Not only did Circuit Judge John 
Crawley deny a motion by Owen Zi- 
glar's attorneys for a new trial, but he 
also denied motions for acquittal 
and to set aside the sentence hearing. 

Also, the motion for Judge 
Crawley to recuse himself was de- 
nied. An earlier subpoena issued by 
the defense for Judge Crawley to tes- 
tify in the recusal hearing was with- 
drawn, The defense attorneys with- 
drew it with objection stating that 
they still felt that the judge's testimo- 
ny, in this case, was appropriate. 

In an earlier hearing several days 
ago, the judge denied the state's mo- 
tion to have Ziglar's indigent status 
revoked, 

Ziglar, age 55, was convicted in 
June of the lesser offense of man- 
slaughter for the shotgun slaying of 
Edward Lamar Kelley, 56, of Elba. 
The original charge and grand jury 
indictment was for murder, 

The shooting occurred on the 
night of January 30, 1990, 

During the Friday morning hear- 
ing which lasted for more than three 
hours, Ziglar's court appointed attor- 
neys Stafford Pittman and Rodger 
Brannum argued that one of the 
state's key witnesses, Donna Ziglar, 
was at the time of the trial and still is 
married to Owen Ziglar. 

Their contention was that Donna 
Ziglar was wrongfully coerced into 
testifying against her husband, 
Owen, 

Pittman stated that during the 
trial, Mrs. Ziglar told the court that 
he had rather not testify for or 
against Owen Ziglar. 

The state contended that there 
was a judgement for divorce signed 
by former Circuit Judge Riley Green 
for the Ziglars and that Judge Craw- 
ley Upc that judgement. 

Al Smith, assistant district attor- 
ney for the 12th Judicial District, 
argued that no testimony was given 
by Mrs. Ziglar as to private conver- 
sations between her and Ziglar. 
Questions during her testimony per- 
taining to that subject were purpose- 
ly and carefully excluded. 

Another contention by defense at- 


torneys was that evidence, a shot- 
gun, clothing and notes written by 
Ziglar, was acquired in a questiona- 
ble manner by law enforcement offi- 
cials on the night of the shooting, 

Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
was called to the stand by the de- 
fense to testify that a circuit judge, 
Terry Butts, was readily available at 
the scene of the shooting and that a 
proper search warrant could have 
been obtained. 

Smith noted that all the evidence 
was collected by law officers with 
the consent of Owen Ziglar; there- 
fore, no search warrant was neces- 
sary. 
Pittman also made note that dur- 
ing the trial, only circumstantial evi- 
dence was offered to the jury by the 
state's attorneys. He contended that 


no hard evidence placing Ziglar at 
the murder scene was ever presented 
to the jury. 

“This case should have not gone 
to the jury,” Pittman said. “We ask 
this court to have the courage to fol- 
low the law and reverse this matter 
or at the very least give him (Ziglar) 
a new trial.” 

Judge Crawley stated that he was 
convinced that sufficient evidence, 
physical and circumstantial, existed 
and was presented to the jury to con- 
vict Ziglar of the crime. With that, 
he denied the motion for a new trial 
and all other pending motions before 
the court in this matter. 

Ziglar remains free on $300,000 
bond pending the outcome of his ap- 
peal now before the Alabama Court 
of Criminal Appeals. 


NO PUBLIC FUNDS INVOLVED 
Judge Butts' former secretary 
arrested on charges of forgery

In a late evening news conference 
Monday, Joel M. Folmar, District 
Attorney for the 12th Judicial Cir- 
cuit, made the announcement that 
Circuit Judge Terry L. Butt's former 
secretary had been arrested. Folmar 
was joined by Chief Investigator for 
the District Attorney's Office, Bruce 
Devane. 

Ann Sanford Osdurn, 44, of 1149 
Oak Avenue, Elba, Alabama, was ar- 
rested and charged with 74 offenses 
of forgery, second degree and two 
offenses of unlawful use of a credit 
card. 

According to Folmar, the charges 
stemmed from warrants preferred by 
Judge Butts and his wife, Suzanne C. 
Butts. 

Osburn was a as a secre- 
tary for Judge Butts. She was termi- 
nated from that position on Friday, 
September 6, 1991. 

Monies allegedly taken in the in- 
cident were personal and private 
funds belonging to Judge and Mrs. 
Butts. There is no indication, and 


none is expected, that any county, 
state or public monies are involved. 

The amounts on the checks in- 
volved in the incident ranged from 
$109.61 to $3,063.00. More than 
$34,000.00 is the amount of monies 
involved in the alleged forgery 
scheme. An undisclosed amount of 
money was involved in the unlawful 
use of credit cards, 

More than forty checks total from 
Coffee and Pike Counties which 
were supplement checks and ex- 
pense checks from the State of Ala- 
bama were allegedly endorsed with 
Butts’ signature and cashed by Os- 
burn. 

Reportedly, the offenses were 
committed over a 21 month period 
of time. 

Osburn was released on a total of 
$76,000 bond set by the District 
Court of Coffee County. She is 
scheduled to appear before the Dis- 
trict court on Friday, September 10, 
1991, for her initial appearance. 

The case is being investigated by 
the District Attorney's Office and the 
Alabama Bureau of Investigation 
and is continuing.

City council ups fees on garbage & sewag>

The Elba City Council took ac- 
tion Monday evening to cover pro- 
jected revenue shortfalls by increas- 
ing garbage fees as well as sewage 
fees. Council members Randy Bed- 
sole and Gladys Yelverton were ab- 
sent from the meeting. 

The council voted for the in- 
creased fees to be effective on Octo- 
ber Ist. However, until an ordinance 
is prepared and published, all fees 
must remain the same. 

The action was taken after the 
council had been informed that the 
Elba Water & Electric Board system 
upgrade was going to take funds usu- 
ally transferred to the city and used 
as operating funds. 

Prior to the flood the utility was 
transferring an average of $26,666 
per month. Most of this will be need- 
ed to repay the water system upgrade 
bond issue. , 

A committee of Council members 
Bill Brunson and John W, Sharpless 
met with administration employees 
and researched several ways to raise 
revenue. ; 

Their garbage and sewer fee in- 
crease are designed to raise the need- 
ed revenue and put both departments 
in a position of “paying it's own 


way.” 

The garbage fees will increase an 
average of 50% on both residential 
and on commercial accounts. Resi- 
dential accounts now paying $6.00 
will pay about $9.00, according to 
Brunson.

The Teacher Resource Center 
will contain equipinent that teachers 
may check out to be used in the 
classroom, Premade training aids 
and materials for producing special 
aids will be available to accommo- 
date the entire teaching staff of all 
the schools in the county system. 

The meeting room for the school 


board will accommodate approxi- 
mately 50 people for the regular 
meetings of the board.If on special 
occasions, a larger group is anticipat- 
ed, the board meeting can be held in 
the Teacher Training Room. 

Adequate space will be provided 
for storage of records, books, paper, 
and other supplies. Space is also pro- 
vided for a print shop, which will 
permit the system to print many of 
the documents that are presently 
having to be printed by others. 

The building will contain a two- 
bay garage for vans that will be used 
to deliver supplies and teaching aids. 

The total area of the building will 
be 17,246 square feet. 

A specific style of architecture 
was requested by the school board 
Members of the board wanted the 
exterior design to be reminiscent of 
an old rural school similar to ones 
that had been used in the Coffee 
County School System. The result is 
a building that will remind of the 
past, but will contain the most mod- 
erm features and equipment. 


Elba W & E Board votes 
to continue fluoridation

The Elba Water & Electric Board 


reconsider a previous action and vot- 
ed to continue adding fluoride to the 
Elba water system, 

A representative of the Alabama 
Department of Public Health ad- 
dressed the utility Monday evening 
and urged them to reconsider their 
previous action, 

Board members were told that 
water systems continue to fill the 
necessary applications to add the 
teeth building chemical to the water 
supply. He named a small town sys- 
tem in Houston County as recently 
gaining permission to fluoride, 

Board members admitted they 
probably voted last month without 
being fully informed, The motion to 
reconsider and continue the fluoride 
was unanimous, The engineering 
firm for the upgrade program admit- 


ted he had already started designing 
into the new well and tank the neces- 
sary housing for the fluoriding 
equipment. 

The board voted to issue ten years 
bonds for up to $1.3 million for the 
water improvement and the cost of 
extending electric lines to the new 
chip mill on Packing House Road. 

Cost of repaying these bonds is 
esumated to be $14,000 per month 
with interest at an estimated 6 1/8%. 

Additional water is going to be 
needed at the new school park site 
and the board voted to proceed with 
placing the water line under High- 
way 84, This $9,100 cost will be part 
of the overall program and was go- 
ing to be needed by the utility later 
anyway. 

Board members reviewed a list of 
delinquent bills and commended the 
staff for continuing to lower the out- 
standing balances, 


No tobacco products allowed at EHS

The Elba City School Board ap- 
proved a policy forbidding use or 
possession of tobacco products on 
the school campus. 

The policy applies to students, 
teachers, and other staff members 
and to visitors, the new policy de- 
clares the buildings and campus as 
“tobacco free areas”. It also was ex- 
tended to cover adults actively in- 
volved with supervising students on 
official school trips. It is effective 
immediately, 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
(himself a smoker) said they had 
looked at several different school 
systems with policies on tobacco. He 
noted that he expected the state to 
mandate this action sooner or later 
and Elba would just be ahead of the 
mandate. 

Pearce said some of the polic ies 
he read seemed to be unenforceable, 


but the simple policy of “no tobac 
co” would be easiest to enforce, 

The policy reads as follows: /n an 
attempt to encourage a smoke-free 
environment and help prevent nico-

tine addiction, it shall be the policy 
of Elba City Schools to prohibit the 
use of, or possession of, tobacco 
products on the campuses of Elba 
City Schools, Students violating this 
policy shall be disciplined in the ap- 
propriate manner established and 
recorded in the handbook of the re- 


spective schools. To assist in enforc- 
ing the policy among staff members 


and other adults, all inside building 
areas of the school shall be designat- 
ed non-tobacco using areas
